Te he Pi — SAFER THAN DYNAMITE 


Tuesday, Anril 8, the U.S, Army Dehetre Corps, at our request, conducted a 
demonstration on the safety of T.N.T. and its use for excavating pole holes in 
connection with REA Construction. 


To demonstrate the safety of T.N.T., an Army Sergeant fired a 30-30 rifle into 
six l-pound blocks of T,N.T. None exploded. The Sergeant then fired the same 
rifle into six l-pound sticks of 60%. gelatin dynamite, and every one exploded’ 
This demonstration clearly indicated that T.N.T. is insensitive to shock. 


To further demonstrate the sefety, a l-nound block of T.N,T. was ignited within 
25 feet of observers. . The T,N.T. burned like oil but did not explode. T.N,T. 
burns at 266°F,, and when burned in the open, in quantities less than 100 pounds, 
will not explode. This demonstration indicates that T,N,T. is safe in the event 
of fire when transported in trucks to and from construction sites. 


A teem block of T.N.T. is equal in strength to l-pound of 60% gelatin dynamite. 


Six holes 6-feet deep were charged and exploded simultaneously. The charges were 
set in’5 of these holes prior to arrival of the observers. The 6th hole was 
charged in the presence of observers. 22-inch holes had been drilled in the rock. 
The T.N,T, blocks are 1-7/8" x 1-7/8" x 6", The demonstrator shaved the corners 
of the blocks so they could readily be inserted in the 2-inch holes.

An coxaminetion of the holes after the explosion showed that the rock hac been 
thoroughly broken into small fragments for the full depth. 


Felling of large trees with T.N.T. was also demonstrated. A quantity of T.N.T, 
wee ticd on the side of the tree facing the direction of desired fall. The tree 
was cut off nicely and fell exactly where desired. 


T.N.T. is insoluble in water and can be used in underwater charges. 
The usc of PRIMACORD in place of caps was demonstrated. ‘py 


Primscor’ is safer then using caps in each block of T.N.T. or stick of dynamite. 
There is no danger of detonating unexploded caps when clearing holes, or exploding 
loose caps in trucks or storage. 


T.N.T. docs not deteriorate like dynamite. It can be stored until use is required 
without damaze to its blasting power. Turning to prevent deterioration is not 
required. 


REA Cooperatives and contractors doing REA construction work, who desire to order 

a sufficient anount to care for present needs and future construction should send fe 
us their orders without delay. The price is very attractive, being less than half w 
the cost of dynamite. 


53 persons attended the demonstration. 33 of these consisted of REA personnel from 
Engineering, Management snd Information Divisions, REA Cooperatives, and Contractors 
doing REA construction. 20 were from Forestry, Department of Interior, War Assets 
Administration, and Fire Department of Washington, D. C. All expressed sptis— 
faction that T.N.T. is safer than dynamite, and can be used economically. 


Care should be exercised in complying with local, municipal and state regulations 
regarding storing, handling 2nd the use of explosives. When installing charges 

and firing, the same general safety precautions should be followed as when using 
dynamite or other explosives. Dee Bs .F]

Cn November 19, 1946 we issued SWP Release No. 190 relative to the coaxial cable 
which was obtained from War Surplus for the cooperatives to be used. in connection 
with Two-Way Radio Communication. Systems. The Technical Standards Division felt 
that this cable would be beneficial to the Cooperatives. To obtain the cable, the 
War Assets Administration requested that all orders be shipped to one location. 

The Macon Electric Cooperative, Macon, Missouri, agreed to accept shipment .of this 
cable on behalf of the other REA Cooperatives and to distribute it to those 
cooperatives upon receipt of orders from them. The Macon Electric Coonerative 

tas now been billed by the War Assets Administration for 75,910 feet of cable. 
Yfacon reports, however, that they received orders for only 1400 feet to date. 

Since the Macon Electric Cooperative has been good enough to act for the other 
cooperatives in this case, it is urgently requested that all cooperatives that 
tatend to install Two-Way Radio Communication Systems at any time in the future 
send their orders to the Macon Electric Coonerative, Macon, Missouri immediately. 
[The Technical Standards Division has recommended that each cooperative so intending 
to install Two-Way Radio Communication equipment have on hand a minimum of 200 feet 
of this cable. The price is $ -O35 per foot.
